estate. 
Mr. Binford died abou t two 
months ago and left his estate to 
Mrs. Mcllv aine. 
His wife preceded 
him to the grav e by a few weeks. 


Hu dson is a resident of Greenfield 
and the claim is for serv ices cov er­ 
ing a period of y ears from 18 8 5 to 
1014. 
The complaint states that he 
went to the Binford home, an orphan, 
when sev en 
y ears aid 
and began 
working as a farm hand. 
He states 
that he plowed in the field with the 


rest of the men and that Mr. Binford 
ev en cu t off th<* handles of the plow 
to accommodate the small statu re of 
the claimant. 


Hu dson, 
according to 
the com­ 
plain!, stay ed at the Binford home 
u ntil ho was twenty -one y ears old. 
and u p u ntil tin* time he was eighteen 
y ears of age nev er receiv ed any pay 
with the ex ception of his room and 
hoard. 
He states that becau se of 
his work on the farm he was com­ 
pelled to remain awav from school 
and only went when the work per­ 
mitted. 


The complaint states that Hu dson 
and Binford had an u nderstanding 
that if Hu dson wou ld remain with 
him u ntil he was twenty -one y ears 
old he wou ld be giv en forty acres of 
land when Mr. Binford died. 


Mr. Binford left no children, bu t 
the will did not prov ide for the forty 
acres of land for Mr. Hu dson. 
It is 
stated that Mrs. Mcllv aine receiv ed 
most of the Binford estate. 
She was 
also raised at the 
Binford 
home. 
Hu dson bases his claim on the v alu e 
of forty acres of land and demands 
$7 ,ooir. 


The complaint was filed by John 
II. Kiplinger of this city , who, witti 
Henley and Baker of Indianapolis, 
represents the claimant.

He alleges that the horse was sold 
tojiim to he sou nd and was w arrant­ 
ed hy Mr. Bell. 
He bid the horse off 
it $224 and took it to Mt. Su mmit. 
Mr. Prov ince was the first witness, 
le testified that the horse was hitch­ 
ed with another three day s after the 
sale and that instead of prov ing gen­ 
tle and sou nd the animal refu sed to 
pu ll mid was foiu u l to be 
bu ffering 
rom sweeny . 


Mr. Prov ince stated that the mare 
bowed signs of hav ing ‘rid 
her 
bou lders treated as they wou ld flinch 
v ery time any one tou ched them and 
that later on wou ld tight when the 
tender s pot s were tou ched. Mr. Pro­ 
v ince stated that the horse was not 
worth what he paid. 


He told of working the animal three 
times. The first time he hau led a load 
of corn, the second a load of coke 
weighing 1,0,>0* pou nds and the third 
time a load of wood. He stated that 
on each occasion the mare refu sed to 
pu ll her part of the load and said it 
was du e to the fact that the animal 
was su ffering from sore shou lders. 


In the opening statement the de­ 


f e ns e stated that they wou ld show 
that the mare was sold later on for 
more money than Prov ince paid in the 
first place. The plaintiff is represent­ 
ed hy B. F. Miller, Eu gene Miller and 
John A Tits wort It and the defendant 
by Samu el L. Tralmc md Will M.

aday s. The b’ow* is a sign of p rogress 
in the art of p ugilism. 
Thirty y ears 
ago it was p racticaily unknown. 
In 
1S8 0, when John L. Sullivan began his 
knockout career writli the gloves, the 
blow was first brought to p ublic no­ 
tice. In all of the big ring contests in 
olden times the p rincip als w*ere wont 
to last much longer for the reason that 
they knew of no such decisive method 
to p ut an op p onent to sleep . 
Instead 
of try ing to reach an op p onent’s jaw 
they used to batter oue another’s ey es 
and noses. 
Those were the day s o f 
bare knuckle, skin and small glove 
fights. 
As a general result a fighter 
w*ho could slowly but surely blind an 
op p onent won when his rival’s seconds 
threw up the sp onge or their mau fell 
from sheer ex haustion. 
The leg work, scientific Mows and 
methods of defense emp loy ed by box ­ 
ers nowaday s were unkuown in the old 
day s, which goes to p rove that the 
si>ort has undergone vast imp rovement 
in every way . 
The old battles in un­ 
frequented p laces, on barges and at 
resorts out of reach of the law w*ere 
long drawn out as a rule and in many 
cases indecisive. Had old time fighters 
known of the knockout blow as de­ 
livered nowaday s the majority of the 
ring contests wrould have been much 
more satisfactory to onlookers. 
Then 
again, the better element has become 
interested in box ing and the toughs 
and thugs have been gradually p ush­ 
ed to the wall by the high class of 
p atrons at the various clubs. The only

Indianapolis, J uno 12.— The news­ 
paper men’s “ quarter” is a thin« : of 
the past here. 
It may return, and 
will return if certain men come into 
power at police headquarters, but 
under the present city administration 
the newspaper 
“ hoy s” 
hav e 
less 
standing 
than 
a 
“ drunk” 
about 
headquarters. 
The present situation 
is little short of a feud, with the 
police on one side and certain news­ 
paper men on the other, 
it started 
when J oseph Bell became may or and 
appointed Sa, Perrott chief of police, 
and it will not end until Bell and P et­ 
rol fare out of power in the capital. 
The argument centers about the 
question, 
“ Is there a crime /av e in 
Indianapolis?” and the 
other, 
“ Is 
May or Bell enforcing the law s?” For 
the purpose o f giv ing the state an 
unbiased answer to the latter ques­ 
tion, the United Press made a few 
inquries last Sunday night. 
The (I. 
I P. representativ e inquired of 
the 
clerk of one of the biggest 
hotcU 
whcther “ the drinks” were to be had 
that night. 
“ •Sure,” was the reply . 
“ But I didn’t get them here 
two 
weeks ago.” 
“ That 
was 
before 
Decoration 
Day ,” the clerk said. “ The may or has 
come to his senses since then.” 
ITe 
added that on Decoration day 
the 
front**lonr of the adpjoinmg saloon 
was open for business all day . 
May or Bell maintains that the laws 
are being enforced. 
lie say s how­ 
ev er, that it is impossible to enforce 
them entirely , but that much progress 
has been made. 
ITc said the saloons 
operated on Decoration day because 
his regular force of policemen were 
busy at the Speedway , leav ing the 
beats to special and 
inex perienced 
men. 
Bell, who was formerly attor­ 
ney for the brewers, has at all times 
declared that he stood for law en­ 
forcement, and until within the post 
few months his critics hav e admitted 
that he has been enforcing the law. 
Whether there is a crime wav e in 
Indianapolis is difficult to 
answer. 
There certainly has been raiwdi crime, 
but whether it is ex ceptional is the 
question. 
Sev eral murders hav e been 
committed, and one of these murder­ 
ers, Perry Ly nam, is at large. There 
hav e been many robberies and hold­ 
ups, but they alway s hav e been more 
or less prev alent in Indianapolis. 
The occasion for the trouble be­ 
tween the police and certain news­ 
paper men was the order of 
Chief 
Perrot 
that 
patrolmen, 
sergeants, 
and lieutenants of police should not 
giv e out news. 
This censorship has 
been v igorously attacked. 
It 
also 
lay s the administration open to the 
charge that the crime ex ists. 
The 
charge is made 
that 
since 
many 
crimes hav e been 
uncov ered 
that 
were not reported by the police, it is 
reasonable to suppose that 
many 
hav e been committed that the police 
hav e kept secret. 
It is impossible to 
ascertain the degree of trulh of this 
charge. 
The police reporter, who formerly 
was an “ honored guest” in the police 
emergency machine when it was sent 
out on 
important 
work 
requiring 
speed— such as 
reported 
murders, 
holdups, “ goods” suicides and cutting 
fray s— now 
bites his 
nails 
as 
he 
watches the “ fast wagon” whisk out 
of police alley into Alabama street 
and disappear in the distance. 
One newspaper has prov ided 
its 
men with a tax i, which stands ev er- 
ready for emergency . 
Another has 
bought a bicy cle, which helps some. 
The telephone has been employ ed to 
much greater ex tent than formerly , 
and neighbors to the accident or crime 
asked to serv e as impromptu report­ 
ers. 
A newspaper man here was enter­ 


taining a reporter from Chicago two 
y ears ago. 
The Chicago men told 
him of the difficulties in 
gathering 
police news in that city . 
“ We hav e them trained here. They 
let us ride with them,” the local re­ 
porter said. 
Times hav e changed sadly 
since 
Vhen.

retary Garrison. The white light of 
American jou rnalism is to he con­ 
stantly fix ed on the American army 
in the field, and the scru tiny of the 
correspondents is not to be limited 
in any way .

The United States, howev er, if war 
comes with Mex ico, is going to try 
a new tack. The War Department’s 
plan is to permit war correspondents 
to accompany the army bu t to place 
them in the rank of officers, su bject 
to the slightest orders and wishes of 
the commander.

correspondent 
can 
raise in war time is tremendou s, in 
these 
day s of the 
wireless. 
The 
smallest facts which he might send 
to his paper in some distant city 
regarding the mov ements or where­ 
abou ts of forces, is su re to be seized 
u pon, when it is pu blished, by some 
agent of the enemy , who will send 
the news arou nd the world, if neces­ 
sary to get it to the enemy . 
The only way to check the war 
correspondent is by censorship. And 
so ev ery word the war correspondent 
writes for the cable, ev ery letter he 
writes home, to his 
mother, 
his 
sweetheart or his managing editor, 
will be passed u pon by a censor. 
On the other hand, the new regu ­ 
lations for war correspondents, pro­ 
v ide that they may mov e abou t as 
they please inside the American lines 
and they particu larly specify that, 
after the war is ov er and there is no 
fu rther need of keeping facts from 
the enemy , the 
correspondent may 
cu t loose and write as he pleases. 
The specifications prov ide, parti­ 
cu larly . that a war correspondent 
may entertain whatev er opinions he 
pleases du ring warfare and that the 
specifications arc not to he taken as 
meaning any interference with free 
thinking and fu ll and complete note 
taking. 
Incidentally , no correspondent who 
starts ou t with the field anny , is to 
be |>ermitted to retu rn to the United 
States, withou t a sjiecial permission 
of the war department.

correspondent 
from 
y ielding his place at the front in 
order to get hack to tin* United Stat­ 


es. with a story that might aid t Le 
enemy .

Sound In a Fog. 


tt has often been noticed that on 


wet and foggy days sounds are heard 
at a greater distance than on clear, 
fine days. It was Tyndall who ex- 
plained the reason for this. He no- 
ticed that the distance at which the 
sounds of foghorns, whistles and shots 
could be heard varied from day to day 
from two to twelve miles. The cause 
of this difference is found in the de- 
gree of homogeneity of the air. On a 
foggy or snowy day the air may be 
perfectly homogeneous; this permits 
sound to travel" a great distance. In 
clear weather the air may be composed 
of vertical layers of differing consist- 
ency, and the Sound waves are re- 
flected from the surfaces of the layers. 
Probably they- are also refracted In 
passing through the several layers. 
Currents of wtinn ascending air form 
In one n]ace and currents of cold de- 
scending air form in others. Thus the 
atmosphere may be very transparent 
optically aid very opaque acoustically. 
—New York World. 


Dew and fog both indicate fine 


weather; while remarkable clearness 
of the atmosphere is one of the most 
characteristic signs of coming rain.

PLANS GREAT SUBMARINE. 


Navy Will Build Boat With Batteries 


Like Destroyers. 


A new type of armed submarine boat 


which promises to displace the torpedo 
boat destroyer and revolutionize naval 
warfare has been developed in the 
navy department at Washington. 


Department experts propose to build 


a seagoing submarine of about the 
size of the present-destroyer, but con- 
siderably larger than existing subma- 
rines. It will have a speed of twenty 
knots on the surface ancl twelve to 
fourteen' knots when submerged and 
will have the double function of en- 
gaging in under water attack and in 
taking part in action on the surface. 


The new submarine will carry a dis- 


appearing battery of three or four 
guns of four or five inch caliber in ad- 
dition to the usual torpedo tubes. The 
guns can be raised above the deck and 
lowered beneath waterproof shutters 
when the vessel is under water.

out blow. The knockout blpw, which 
Is administered by reaching the point 
of the jaw or jugular vein with enough 
force to temporarily paralyze the 
nerve, is practiced by nearly every 
boxer who engages in a contest now- 
adays. The b'ow is a sign of progress 
in the art of pugilism. Thirty years 
ago it was practically unknowu. 
In 


1SSO, 
when John L. Sullivan began his 


knockout career with the gloves, the 
blow was first brought to public no- 
tice. In all of the big ring contests in 
olden times the principals were wont 
to last much longer for the reason that 
they knew of no such decisive method 
to put an opponent to sleep. Instead 
of trying to reach an opponent's jaw 
they used to batter one another's eyes 
and noses. 
Those were the days of 


bare knuckle, skin and small glove 
fights. As a general result a fi.uhter 
who could slowly but surely blind an 
opponent won when his rival's seconds 
threw up the sponge or their man fell 
from sheer exhaustion. 


The leg work, scientific blows and 


methods of defense employed by box- 
ers nowadays were unknown in the old 
days, which goes to prove that the 
sport has undergone vast improvement 
in every way. The old battles in un- 
frequented places, on barges and at 
resorts out of reach of the law were 
long drawn out as a rule and in many 
cases indecisive. Had old time fighters 
known of the knockout blow as de- 
livered nowadays the majority of the 
ring contests would have been much, 
more satisfactory to onlookers. Then 
again, the better element has become 
interested in boxing and the toughs 
and thugs have been gradually push- 
ed to the wall by the high class of 
patrons at the various clubs. The only 
thing that remains to be done to per- 
fect the game is the establishment of 
.a governing organization, which can 
control both fighters and clubs, and in- 
cidentally weed out the fakers and 
shady characters who now and then 
hurt the game.

correspondent is by censorship. And 
so every word the war correspondent 
writes for the cable, every letter he 
writes home, to his 
mother,

sweetheart or his managing editor, 
will be passed upon by a censor. 


On the other hand, the new regu- 


lations for war correspondents, pro- 
vide that they may move about as 
they please inside the American lines 
and they particularly specify that, 
after the war is over and there is no 
further need of keeping facts from 
the enemy, the correspondent may 
cut loose and write as he pleases. 


The specifications provide, parti- 


cularly, that a war correspondent 
may entertain whatever opinions he 
pleases during warfare and that the 
specifications are not to be taken as 
meaning any interference with free 
thinking and full and complete note 
taking. 


Incidentally, no correspondent who 
tarts out with the field a'iny, is to 
be permitted to return to the United 
States, without a special permission 
of the war department.
